Claims 1-47 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a remote 
management system comprising the remote devices are all connected to a remote management unit which interfaces each user 
workstation to the remote devices The power supply of each remote device is similarly connected to the remote management unit 
through a controllable power supply wherein the remote management unit enables serial and/or keyboard, video mouse (KVM) control 
of at least one remote device. An option menu containing a list of all of the remote devices allow a user to select and operate any of the 
remote devices from the workstation. The option menu is also utilized to selectively control the power to the remote devices, servers and 
computers.
